While heis soffering martyrdom
abrond, I am being teamplad upon st home,
A cortain man s tryicg to blast my reputa-
tion, for he hns instituted s law suit ngEuinst
me for the recovery of asum of monay which
Ldo not owos him. This has necessituted
@ great deal of labor on my part sod has
ruined my constitution, For over six munths
I have been overhauling papers and doou-
ments which huve  been wecumu -
luting wohout Nftegn years. [ have gone
through every ouwe of bhese papers
three times and my eyesight hus been ruined,
I cunnot see any more: and although it Is
necessary for e .to.go over the papers
nezain, 1 cannot t]o it. Tho nerves of my
eyes are burning, and T feur that in o short
time I shall be totally blind, If" my eyes are
not elosed forever before thit time comes.
The work wmust be done; howeyver, for there
are cortoin papors w hioll must be found be-
foro the stand which T have uknn in this
lawsuit may be vindieated.”

THE  MISSISSIPPI TROUBLE.

Governor Lowray Thinks There Wil
Be No Race War,

THE NEGROES ALL DISARMED,

There St Are Murtterings, But
Things Wl Soon Betile Down
— Some Conflioting
Reports,

Were Any Black Men Killed?

Niw Onueans, Sept. 8.—A Jnokson, Misa,,
speoial snys: In oo interview today Gov-
ernar Lowray made in substance this an-
awer lo general questions on the state of
affairs in Le Flore county: “On arriving at
Grosnwood 1 found some excitoment awong
the people, not from any fear of bloodshed
detweon the races, but rather the meboace of
the negroos and their defiant attitudo of two
daya pefore, and this probubly was intensiflen
by the fuct that the nogroes,or at leastquite n
number of them, were armed with Win-
chester rifles,  The nucceasibility of the
1own in the viclmity of the disturbancs, ren-
dered the getting of information from
there very diffionly, In  the mean-
while threa mulithry companies  had
urrivoed nnd quite n numbaer
of volunteers from the surrounding countios
of Carroltton and Grenads.  ‘Uhe oitizen vol-
unteers, or a numbor of them, at loast,
seemed detormived to have muttors their
own way. I feared that If they went to the
acene of the disturbance in the exolted stats
in. which they were, they would do barm.

After woonsultasion, it was flnally decided
that the military, instead of the citizen vol-
unteers, should be sent to the aid of the
sheriff in enforcing the law, Iu conglusion
the governot sald he had no fours of further
trouble.

The Capital Light Guards, of this city, ar-
rived here from Le Flors county ot 8 p. m.
to«day. They report that there had boen

. armed negroes near Minter City, but they
wero disparsed before the arrival of the mili-
tary. Thore was a large body of white men
wrmed, who had flocked tbere from various
pointa before the arrival of the troops.
These moen had dispersed the nogroos and
captured thelir leaders,

‘I'he roports as to whether any negroes had
been killed, or the number captured wers
confioting. » One negro was killod by an-
other for refusing to join them, One man
told Lhe oMeers that he saw six dond negroes,
Other reporta place the number higher,
while some denied that there had been any
killed except tho negro killed by another
negro,

The troops captured and turned over to
the shorilt forwy neogroes. It was roported
ofter the troops loft that ons negro leader
wis hunged

The stierifl, under whore ordora the troopa
were placed, notitied them they ware nesded
no longer, and they left by voat, A namber
of the company told the Associated pross
correapondent that it was wmpossible to get
reliuble information ns to what ovcurrod:
thut it was a cortainty that from 300 to 100
vegroea were armed nnd congregated, vow-
ing vengeance on Saturday night, and it was
certain large bodies of white men had dis-
persed them and captured some of vhem, but
no true account could be obtained, Tho
white people of Shellmound deserted the
place Saturday, and soughu refuge in safer
quarters.

Bad Fecling in Alubanma,

Cmicaao, Sept. $.—A dispateh from Bir-
mingham, Aln,, says: ‘The saloon row
between white men and pegroes, Friday
night, at Huverton's store, in Hibb ¢ounty,
the killing of John Lawrence hy=two negro
burglars, and the lynching of the lattor Sat-
urduy, have caused much oad feeling be-
tween the two races, and a inurderous con-
fliot may be expected ut any moment,
The wnegroes have mussed in add about
Contervale and are well armed. A 13ibb
connty man sald that so great was the alarm
felt that Suturday night two trusty citizens
were gent to Nashville, Toon., for 100 Win-
chester ritles, He sald no work had been
{dope there since Friday, and if a cooflict
cama every negro in the county would be ex-
tarminnted.
